Ten lives were lost and 1,500 
homes destroyed or damaged.

Cigarettes Given 
Latitude For Ads 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Federal Trade Commission 
agreed today to give cigarette 
manufacturers a chance to 
voluntarily disclose tar and 
nicotine content of cigarettes in 
their advertising. 


But FTC Chairman Miles W. 


Kirkpatrick said if the industry 
doesn't come up with a plan the 
commission will move quickly to 
require such disclosure. 


The FTC gave the cigarette 


manufacturers 30 days in which 
to say exactly how they intend to 
act on a voluntary basis. 


Meanwhile, the commission 


postponed an Oct. 15 hearing on 
its proposed rule to require 
disclosure. Fitzpatrick said the 
commission will study the in- 
dustry plan and if it feels a trade 
regulation would be in the public 
interest the hearing will be 
rescheduled. 


The FTC's proposed rule 


would require use in advertising 
of the results of the "most 
recently published Federal 
Trade Commission test" of the 
tar and nicotine content in the 
brand or brands being ad- 
vertised.

Combat Death Count 
Rises In Indochina 


SAIGON (AP) — American 


combat deaths in the Indochina 
war rose slightly last week to 63, 
and the number of American 
wounded went up to 344, the U. S. 
Command reported today. 


The battle deaths for the week 


were 11 higher than the previous 
week, as were the number of 
wounded. Since Jan. 1, 1961, 
43,737 Americans have been 
killed in the war. 


South Vietnamese military 


headquarters reported the 
number of government troops 
killed in action last week rose to 
246, which was 51 more than 
during the previous week. 


North Vietnamese and Viet 


Cong battle deaths last week 
totalled 1,457— 227 deaths higher 
than during the previous seven- 
day period, allied communiques 
said. 


In Cambodia, North Viet- 


namese and Viet Cong forces cut 
the country's most important 
highway and have almost closed 
the second most important one 
in assaults southwest and north- 
west of Phnom Penh, the 


capital. 


Route 4, which connects the 


capital and Kompong Som, the 
country's only deep-water port, 
remained officially closed today 
for the second day. All of 
Cambodia's 
petroleum 


products, heavy equipment and 
other supplies brought by ship 
come through Kompong Som, 
114 miles southwest of the 
capital. 


A military spokesman said 


enemy troops also made mortar 
and infantry assaults during the 
night against four government 
strongpoints along Route 5 in the 
area of Kompong Chnang, 52 
miles northwest of the capital. 


He said the attacks lasted 


about four hours and that 
government 
fighter-bombers 


had to be called in to suppress 
them. Preliminary reports 
listed one government soldier 
wounded and a serious toll 
among Communist troops. 


The spokesman said Route 5 


was "technically open" but that 
it was highly dangerous for 
civilian traffic. 


Nasser Laid To Rest 


CAIRO (AP) — Gamal Abdel 


Nasser, hero of the Arab world, 
was laid to rest wrapped in a 
simple white sheet today after a 
funeral 
that provided 
an 


emotional explosion for millions 
of adoring Egyptians. 


Nasser's body was taken from 


the casket after prayers by 
Egypt's top religious leader, 
Sheik Mohammed Fahhan, 
director of Al Azzhar Univer- 
sity. 


Verses from the Moslem Holy 


book, the Koran, were read by 
religious leaders as they placed 
Nasser's body in the grave in the 
garden of the Manshiet el Bakry 
mosque in a Cairo suburb. 


Outside the mosque thousands 


of distraught Egyptians cried 
and shouted as their adored 
leader was interred. 


Solemn-faced 
Egyptian 


dignitaries, not striving to hold 
back their tears, lined up at the 
graveside as the body was 
lowered. People broke through 


and rushed into the mosque 
garden to see the final moments 
of Nasser's funeral. The flag 
covering the casket was torn. 


It was an emotional explosion 


for the Egyptians and the Arab 
world. 


An explosion which began as 


millions of wailing, tearful 
Arabs and Egyptians massed 
along the 13-mile funeral route 
as an army helicopter started 
their beloved leader on his final 
journey.

Manufacturers Of 
Cigarettes Given 
Latitude For Ads 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Federal Trade Commission 
agreed today to give cigarette 
manufacturers a chance to 
voluntarily disclose tar and 
nicotine content of cigarettes in 
their advertising. 
But FTC Chairman Miles W. 
Kirkpatrick said if the industry 
doesn’t come up with a plan the 
commission will move quickly to 
require such disclosure. 
The FTC gave the cigarette 
manufacturers 30 days in which 
to say exactly how they intend to 
act on a voluntary basis. 
Meanwhile, the commission 
postponed an Oct. 15 hearing on 
its proposed rule to require 
disclosure. Fitzpatrick said the 
commission will study the in­ 
dustry plan and if it feels a trade 
regulation would be in the public 
interest the hearing will be 
rescheduled. 
The FTC’s proposed rule 
would require use in advertising 
of the results of the “most 
recently published Federal 
Trade Commission test” of the 
tar and nicotine content in the 
brand or brands being ad­ 
vertised.

Combat Death Count 
Rises In Indochina 


SAIGON (AP) — American 
combat deaths in the Indochina 
war rose slightly last week to 63, 
and the number of American 
wounded went up to 344, the U. S. 
Command reported today. 
The battle deaths for the week 
were 11 higher than the previous 
week, as were the number of 
wounded. Since Jan. 1, 1961, 
43,737 Americans have been 
killed in the war. 
South Vietnamese military 
headquarters reported the 
number of government troops 
killed in action last week rose to 
246, which was 51 more than 
during the previous week. 
North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong battle deaths last week 
totalled 1,457— 227 deaths higher 
than during the previous seven- 
day period, allied communiques 
said.In Cambodia, North Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong forces cut 
the country’s most important 
highway and have almost closed 
the second most important one 
in assaults southwest and north­ 
west of Phnom Penh, the 


capital. 
Route 4, which connects the 
capital and Korn pong Som, the 
country’s only deep-water port, 
remained officially closed today 
for the second day. All of 
C am bodia’s petroleum 
products, heavy equipment and 
other supplies brought by ship 
come through Kompong Som, 
114 miles southwest of the 
capital. 
A military spokesman said 
enemy troops also made mortar 
and infantry assaults during the 
night against four government 
strongpoints along Route 5 in the 
area of Kompong Chnang, 52 
miles northwest of the capital. 
He said the attacks lasted 
about four hours and that 
government 
fighter-bombers 
had to be called in to suppress 
them. Preliminary reports 
listed one government soldier 
wounded and a serious toll 
among Communist troops. 
The spokesman said Route 5 
was “technically open” but that 
it was highly dangerous for 
civilian traffic. 


Nasser Laid To Rest 


CAIRO (AP) — Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, hero of the Arab world, 
was laid to rest wrapped in a 
simple white sheet today after a 
funeral that provided an 
emotional explosion for millions 
of adoring Egyptians. 
Nasser’s body was taken from 
the casket after prayers by 
Egypt’s top religious leader, 
Sheik Mohammed Fahhan, 
director of Al Azzhar Univer­ 
sity.Verses from the Moslem Holy 


book, the Koran, were read by 
religious leaders as they placed 
Nasser’s body in the grave in the 
garden of the Manshiet el Bakry 
mosque in a Cairo suburb. 
Outside the mosque thousands 
of distraught Egyptians cried 
and shouted as their adored 
leader was interred. 
Solemn-faced Egyptian 
dignitaries, not striving to hold 
back their tears, lined up at the 
graveside as the body was 
lowered. People broke through 


and rushed into the mosque 
garden to see the final moments 
of Nasser’s funeral. The flag 
covering the casket was torn. 
It was an emotional explosion 
for the Egyptians and the Arab 
world. 
An explosion which began as 
millions of wailing, tearful 
Arabs and Egyptians massed 
along the 13-mile funeral route 
as an army helicopter started 
their beloved leader on his final 
journey.

Early today, seven Arab 
commandos were flown to Cairo 
after being released by Britain, 
Switzerland and West Germany 
in return for the freeing Tueday 
of the last six hostages from 
multiple hijackings of airliners 
by guerrillas Sept. 6 and 9. 
One of the freed guerrillas was 
Leila Khaled, who had been held 
in Britain 24 days for her part in 
an abortive hijack attempt. 
She and the other six arrived 
in Cairo in time for Nasser’s 
funeral.

country, or that many — if not 
most — accept only private 
patients. 


"The impression created by 


this film is (1) that these homes 
are representative of most 
nursing homes in the country, 
(2) that inside one of these FHA 
homes, excellent medical care 
would be a certainty, and (3) 
that the nursing home mudstry 


is a field in which problems are 
fast fading into the past. This is 
an extremely misleading pic- 
ture of the nursing home in- 
dustry today." 


Pryor has been seeking funds 


for a congressional investigation 
of the nursing home industry. 


The film shows nursing home 


facilities financed by PHA- 
insured mortgages and includes 
the favorable comments of 
patients on the care they 
receive. It does not include 
details on mortgage insurance, 
which is the essence of the FHA 
program. 


"Why, when this program is 


concerned only with buildings, is 
the film text made up largely of 
elderly patients 
providing 


descriptions of i«e quality of 
care they receive inside these 
homes?" Pryor asked Romney. 


He raised many of the same 


points in discussion with other

It's best that we face it. The outdoors camping areas — in the 


mountains and along the rivers and seashore — are not the safe 
trust-everybody places they once were. Things actually aren't 
changed much yet. Chances are that anyone going camping either 
in a big campground or in some isolated spot will never be 
molested, and can leave his gear lying about without losing any. 
But there have been enough incidents in recent years to make the 
warning clear. We should not ignore it. 


Word recently from Yosemite, and this week from Sequoia - 


Kings Canyon National Park is that the U. S. Park and Forest 
services have already recognized it. Horse patrols have been 
strengthened in Yosemite, and at Sequoia-Kings Canyon Ken 
Miller, a law enforcement specialist with the U. S. Forest Service, 
pointed out: "It's a people-versus-people situation now. New 
problems have moved in along with hippies and drugs." To meet 
me changed situation, he said, rangers must now be well-trained 
policemen. It's not enough for them to know flora and fauna. They 
must also know the rules and techniques of law enforcement, the 
laws of search and seizure, superior court rulings — and 
marksmanship. 


Offenses today are not confined to such offenses as building a 


fire "without a~ permit or shooting a deer out of season or in a 
protected area, though these offenses are on the increase. There is 
also an increase in assaults, disorderly conduct and burglary. 
Rangers now keep hand guns and night sticks dose at hand. It's 
something new and unpleasant. But ignoring it won't make it go 
away.

Notorious Prison In Florida 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — Florida has 


opened the gates of its notorious 
state prison at Raiford to this 
column. 


My associate, Les Whitten, 


was taken on an unprecedented, 
backroom tour by an ex-convict, 
who dared to come back and 
point out the horrors. They 
found shocking conditions that, 
according to the evidence in our 
files, aren't unique to Florida 
but exist in prisons throughout 
the country. 


As Florida's prison czar Dr. 


James Bax had promised, the 
authorities allowed Whitten to 
speak privately with prisoners 
and to dig deeply into prison 
records. Bax also gave his word 
there would be no retribution 
against prisoners. This may be a 
more difficult promise for him 
to keep from his distant office in 
Tallahassee. 


Several inmates whispered 


out their woes or pressed written 
accounts of their experiences 
into Whitten's hands. Already, 
reports have reached us of ugly 
retaliation against those whom 
the guards suspected of giving 
information. 


Flint-faced 
guards 
also 


glowered at Whitten's guide, 
John Ricardo, a handsome, 34- 
year-old ex-burglar, whose 
former cellmates hissed a 
warning through bars that, in 
reprisal, he might be "set up" 
and arrested on a phony charge 
by friends of prison officers. 


MEDICAL BEDLAM 


The most depressing place 


was the hospital where Whitten 
saw patients lying in toe nails 
like beggars in Bedlam, trying 
to get a doctor's attention. 


Cockroaches skittered up tne 
walls, and ants filed busily to 
food spots on the floor. 


In an earlier column, based 


upon affidavits and smuggled 
documents, we told of a man 
who lost his hand through 
negligence and another with 
roaches in his head wound. 
Prison officials scoffed at the 
stories. 


Whitten searched out Milt 


Frank, a convict with half his 
hand gone, who swore that a 
medical technician, J. J. 
Murphy, had refused 
him 


adequate treatment. Murphy, in 
a long interview, denied it. 


The prison records show 


Murphy diagnosed the swollen, 
gangrenous hand as a fracture 
and sent Frank to the University 
of Florida hospital for treat- 
ment. There, the records show it 
was 40 hours after a fall caused 
his hand to swell before he 
reached the university hospital 
only 35 miles away. 


Whitten also talked to Tony 


Antone who, despite fear of 
retribution, said roaches had 
crawled down his face twice 
after his head bandages were 
unwound. On one occasion, he 
swore, hospital personnel had to 
pick the insects out of the 
wound- 


As Whitten threaded his way 


through the hospital hallway, a 
sallow-faced patient, his eyes 
like tiny gasoline 
flames, 


reached from his wheelchair 
and tugged Whitten's sleeve. 


UNSPEAKABLE 
NEGLECT 


"Gradually, I'm losing the use 


of my legs," whispered Daniel 
Benitez, 32, hoarsely. "It's 
driving me crazy," Paralyzed 
from the waist down by a bullet. 


Benitez has needed physical 
therapy and braces for a year. 
But the hospital hasn't found 
money even to buy him a urine 
beg that doesn't leak. 


Another paraplegic, Leroy 


Toombs, 21, wheeled up and 
pleaded: "I could walk if I had 
some braces." The once husky 
Negro, now down to 95 pounds, 
lifted his pa jama pants to show a 
pair of pipestem legs. 


Still another fragile man, 


William Morgan, 51, bedridden 
for 11 years, exposed an ab- 
domen which was a mass of 
surgical scars. He is literally 
held together by a ramshackle 
brace which has broken down 15 
times and should have been 
replaced long ago. It is also 
wearing a hole in his back. 


Ricardo had to fend off 


prisoners trying to teU my 
associate their stories, but one 
with compelling eyes hissed: 
"Go in there." They entered a 
crowded ward just as the 
hospital's medical director, Dr. 
D. G. Limcangco, bustled out 


In a bed, his knee swollen 


with blood like an enormous 
beet, was David Rich, 24, a 
hemophiliac or "bleeder." For 
the past four days, he had lain in 
the hospital lobby suffering the 
hideous agony of the bleeder and 
calling for some doctor to ease 
his anguish. His medical record 
shows he threatened to stab 
himself in the knee to relieve the 
pressure from the internal 
bleeding. 


BELATED RELIEF 


Dr. Lamcangco, learning that 


Whitten was heading in Rich's 
direction, had rushed up and 
ordered Demerol at last to kill 


his pain and to quiet his cries. 
The suffering Rich, an air- 
conditioning 
expert 
on 


the outside, was jailed for 
selling Demerol, the same 
addictive drug which alone 
gives him relief. Yet neither 
addiction nor hemophilia can be 
properly treated in this Dante's 
hell of a hospital, as its 
superintendent, Don Hassfur- 
der. admitted. 


In contrast with the hospital, 


the administration building is 
paneled, air-conditioned and 
richly furnished- The warden's 
suite* rivals President Nixon's 
office. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, intended to improve the 
prison, have been spent upon the 
comforts of prison officials. 


In 
fairness, 
these 
ex- 


penditures were made before 
Governor Claude Kirk came to 
power and began preaching 
prison reform. But there are still 
more mail censors, working in 
air-conditioned splendor, than 
there are psychologists at 
Raiford, 


There is a shortage, too, of 


guards. At peak dining hours 
Hassfurder has to juggle guard 
details like a general who has 
run out of divisions. 


Correctional officers make 


about $417 a month, tower 
guards only $385. Zoo keepers in 
Florida make $463. The need for 
guards is so critical that 
Hassfurder can't afford to give 
them psychiatric tests nor to 
worry whether they attended 
high school. 


Who is to blame for conditions 


at Raiford? Hassfurder seems to 
be doing his best. Dr. James 
Bax, in Tallahassee, has fought 
for improvements. It's the 
taxpayers who are responsible. 


College With No Cost To The Taxpayer 


A student at San Jose State 


College. Christopher Green, has 
come up with a plan for 
operating colleges in California 
without cost to the taxpayers. 
He said he arrived at the plan 
independently, though a similar 
plan was Later advanced in a 
Readers Digest article. Green 
wrote: 


"It is not fair that the general 


population of California, which 
is already burdened with the 
tremendous costs of primary 
and secondary education, should 
also bear the entire cost of 
higher education, 


"Most Californians 
have 


never gone to college Why, 
then, should they be required to 
pay for it? And why should the 
parent of a student enrolled in a 
private college or university 
have to pay not only for his own 
child, but also for someone 
else's? It's not fair! 


"At the same time the benefits 


of 
higher 
education 
are 


manifest. 
The high living 


standard of California's citizens 
can be shown to be the direct 
result of our state's traditional 
policy of tuition-free 
higher 


education. 
Education does 


benefit us all. In fact, it has 
been said, that revenues for 
education are the only ones that 
eventually bring significant 
returns. 


"Therefore. I think that our 


state policies ought to be 
directed towards two goals: 
first, towards eliminating the 
burden of higher education from 
the general taxes: and second, 
towards encouraging the growth 
of our educational institutions. 


"Are these opposing goals? 


No! 


"I propose the following new 


plan to achieve both of these 
ends— the greatest social 
equity, and educatiOMl growth: 


"The first part of my plan 


would require the student to pay 
the full cost of his education. 


"Full tuition for a student at 


the University of California, 
based upon the state's cost per 
student last year, would be 
S2.453: plus an additional $300 in 
fees (which are actually just 
another form of tuition). For the 
State Colleges, the cost would be 
a more moderate $1,594 plus $108 
in fees per student each year. 


"Thus, tuition for a U.C. 


student would be about $2,750 
per year, and for a State College 
student would be about $1,700 
per year. 


•'This policy would eliminate 


the entire cost of higher 
education from the tax payer. 
However, by itself, it would also 
eliminate most of our students, 
making our public colleges and 
universities 
the 
exclusive 


domain of the wealthy and 
gifted. 


"A second part of this plan, 


then, is required to prevent our 
college-university system from 
crumbling into ruin; a part 
which would provide a form of 
assistance to those who could 
not afford to pay these high costs 
of education. The student, of 
course, would be given the 
option of paying his tuition if he 
wished, or applying for a 
' ' P r o f e s s i o n a l 
S t u d e n t 


Program." 


"Under this program, a 


student would not only receive 
tuition-free education, but would 
also be paid a salary of $2,000 
per year to attend school. 


"This would create the era of 


the true "professional student". 


"The elimination of the 


necessity for a student to find 
outside part-time or full-time 
employment, as well as the 
establishment of reasonable 
standards 
of 
academic 


achieveraent and grade level 
requirements, would greatly 
increase the efficiency of the 
student to learn. 


"Being a good student is hard 


work. To be a truly good one, 
and work up to potential, one 
should spend ten hours per day, 
six days per week at study. 


The institution of the $2,000 


living-expenses salary would 
free the students, most of whom 
are now engaged in outside 
work, 
to 
concentrate on 


academic pursuits, and would 
raise educational standards, as 
well as the future productivity of 
students, as employees, to 
unprecedented levels. 


"The question now is — Who 


pays for all of this? 


"Entering this program would 


require a student to make a 
contract with the state that for 
every year he attended college 
he would pay 1 per cent of his 
annual income back to the state 
every year after graduation (or 
upon dropping out of school) 
until age 65. Thus, if he went to 
school for two years, he would 
pay 2 per cent of his annual 
income, and if he attended for 
four years, he would pay 4 per 
cent. This amount would be paid 
each year by an alumnus, much 
the same as one pays social 
security tax, and would stop at 
age 65. This way, the state is 
reimbursed by the alumni for 
the costs they incurred as 


students, and this money can, in 
turn, be used to pay the ex- 
penses of educating the next 
generation of students. 


"I will now show that the 


establishment of a l per cent tax 
per year of college attendance is 
very close to the rate necessary 
to pay the cost of a student's 
education in full. 


"The costs of educat'' * a 


student under a "Profes* 
• "1 


Student Program" would be the 
sum of the costs of l)jpaying his 
instructors and the school ad- 
ministration, as well as main- 
taining the school plant; 2) 
paying the student fees, which 
are now paid by the student; and 
3) paying the student salary of 
$2,000 per year. These are costs 
which would be paid by the 
state. 


Taking the combined U.C. and 


State College budgets (state 
costs 1968-69), plus the combined 
student fees for U.C. and the 
State Colleges, plus $2,000 
yearly salary per student, and 
dividing it by the number of 
students, we obtain a per capita 
cost of operating the program. 


Green submitted 
figures 


which he said were taken from 
the University of California and 
State Colleges budgets to back 
up bis projected costs. 


He declared: 
"I think that this plan could 


vastly improve the quality of 
higher education in California, 
as well as reduce unem- 
ployment, 
make 
higher 


education available to all. and 
eliminate from the general 
California tax payer, the entire 
cost 
burden 
of 
higher 


education."

Fire-Proof Bushes? 


RIVERSIDE, Calif. (AP> — 


Scientists are seeking ways to 
check brush fires of the type that 
have 
ravaged 
California 


recently with a new weapon— 
hard-to-burn bushes. 


Their idea is to make wide 


botanical 
fire 
breaks 
in 


hazardous areas, using shrubs 
with a high moisture or mineral 
content that makes them hard to 
ignite, or others that grow close 
to the ground. 


"Notice how hard it is to set 


fire to a piece of paper lying flat 
on the ground," says Eamor 
Nord, range scientists and plant 
ecologist at the U. S. Forest 
Service's 
Riverside 
fire 


laboratory, 


"But when you crumple that 


paper, see how easily it ignites." 


Nord and his colleagues have 


experimented with some 50 
plants in recent years. 


"No plant is actually fire 


resistant," he says, "but some 
are much less flammable than 
others." 


The most promising types so 


far, he says, are a low-growing 
brush called creeping sage and 
several types of salt bush. The 
latter has high moisture content. 
These 
plants 
will 
grow 


anywhere in Southern California 
where annual rainfall is at least 


10 inches and elevations less 
than 5,000 feet, which Nord says 
takes in most fire areas. 


The plants, however, have 


shortcomings. 
Creeping sage 


seeds tend to stay dormant, and 
the bushes have to be grown by 
transplant. Nord says "we 
think, 
however, 
we've 


discovered a way to break the 
dormancy and have rapid 
germination." 


Salt bushes germinate just 


fine, but are beloved by rabbits, 
which can destroy a whole 
young crop. 


Tests already have been made 


in sections of forest in this area. 
Experience shows it takes three 
to five years to get a stand of 
bushes sufficient to act as a fire 
break. 
, 


The tests take time because 


experts want to be sure the 
plants won't require constant 
maintenance, 
or 
perhaps 


become serious pest weeds. 


While Nord is growing bushes, 


others are burning them. The 
laboratory has combustion 
chambers with fans that create 
miniature whirlwinds. Brush of 
various types is burned — and 
analyzed with a laser beam — to 
determine flame velocity, 
temperature and smoke density.

Something N e w —And Unpleasant 


It’s best that we face it. The outdoors camping areas — in the 
mountains and along the rivers and seashore — are not the safe 
trust-everybody places they once were. Things actually aren’t 
changed much yet. Chances are that anyone going camping either 
in a big campground or in some isolated spot will never be 
molested and can leave his gear lying about without losing any. 
But there have been enough incidents in recent years to make the 
warning clear. We should not ignore it. 


Word recently from Yosemite, and this week from Sequoia - 
Kings Canyon National Park is that the U. S. Park and Forest 
services have already recognized it. Horse patrols have been 
strengthened in Yosemite, and at Sequoia-Kings Canyon Ken 
Miller, a law enforcement specialist with the U. S. Forest Service, 
pointed out: “It’s a people-versus-people situation now. New 
problems have moved in along with hippies and drugs.” To meet 
the changed situation, he said rangers must now be well-trained 
policemen. It’s not enough for them to know flora and fauna. They 
must also know the rules and techniques of law enforcement, the 
laws of search and seizure, superior court rulings — and 
marksmanship. 


Offenses today are not confined to such offenses as building a 
fire without a permit or shooting a deer out of season or in a 
protected area, though these offenses are on the increase. There is 
also an increase in assaults, disorderly conduct and burglary. 
Rangers now keep hand guns and night sticks close at hand. It’s 
something new and unpleasant. But ignoring it won’t make it go 
away. 


Key To Success In N ovem ber

The blue collar middle American voter, long thought to be 
locked in the embrace of the Democrats his father voted for, is 
regarded by Republican strategists as the key to success in this 
year’s elections — and perhaps many beyond them. 


For in the wooing of this mortgage-owning, law-abiding 
workingman, GOP leaders see a chance to break the Democratic 
status as the majority party and to usher in a long Republican 
reign. 


They have met with successes here and there but the extent of 
any conservative shift is far from certain as Democrats coun­ 
terattack on economic issues they think will keep Labor Democ- 
tatic. 
Who is this middle voter and what does he want? 


The picture is readily drawn and statistics abound to flush him 
cut: He’s a fledgling suburbanite, more prosperous than he 
ever expected to be but fearful that the social turmoil of the 
time may take away what he has only now begun to enjoy.

WASHINGTON - Florida has 
opened the gates of its notorious 
state prison at Raiford to this 
column. 
My associate, Les Whitten, 
was taken on an unprecedented, 
backroom tour by an ex-convict, 
who dared to come back and 
point out the horrors. They 
found shocking conditions that, 
according to the evidence in our 
files, aren’t unique to Florida 
but exist in prisons throughout 
the country. 
As Florida's prison czar Dr. 
James Bax had promised, the 
authorities allowed Whitten to 
speak privately with prisoners 
and to dig deeply into prison 
records. Bax also gave his word 
there would be no retribution 
against prisoners. This may be a 
more difficult promise for him 
to keep from his distant office in 
Tallahassee. 
Several inmates whispered 
out their woes or pressed written 
accounts of their experiences 
into Whitten’s hands. Already, 
reports have reached us of ugly 
retaliation against those whom 
the guards suspected of giving 
information. 
Flint-faced 
guards 
also 
glowered at Whitten’s guide, 
John Ricardo, a handsome, 34- 
year-old ex-burglar, whose 
former cellmates hissed a 
warning through bars that, in 
reprisal, he might be “set up” 
and arrested on a phony charge 
by friends of prison officers. 


MEDICAL BEDLAM 
The most depressing place 
was the hospital where Whitten 
saw patients lying m the nails 
like beggars in Bedlam, trying 
to get a doctor’s attention. 


Cockroaches skittered up tne 
walls, and ants filed busily to 
food spots on the floor. 
In an earlier column, based 
upon affidavits and smuggled 
documents, we told of a man 
who lost his hand through 
negligence and another with 
roaches in his head wound. 
Prison officials scoffed at the 
stories. 
Whitten searched out Milt 
Frank, a convict with half his 
hand gone, who swore that a 
medical 
technician, J. J. 
Murphy, had refused him 
adequate treatment. Murphy, in 
a long interview, denied it. 
The prison records show 
Murphy diagnosed the swollen, 
gangrenous hand as a fracture 
and sent Frank to the University 
of Florida hospital for treat­ 
ment. There, the records show it 
was 40 hours after a fall caused 
his hand to swell before he 
reached the university hospital 
only 35 miles away. 
Whitten also talked to Tony 
An tone who, despite fear of 
retribution, said roaches had 
crawled down his face twice 
after his head bandages were 
unwound. On one occasion, be 
swore, hospital personnel had to 
pick the insects out of the 
wound. 
As Whitten threaded his way 
through the hospital hallway, a 
sallow-faced patient, his eyes 
like tiny gasoline flames, 
reached from his wheelchair 
and tugged Whitten’s sleeve. 


UNSPEAKABLE 
NEGLECT 
“Gradually, I’m losing the use 
of my legs,” whispered Daniel 
Benitez, 32, hoarsely, “ It’s 
driving me crazy.” Paralyzed 
from the waist down by a bullet. 


Benitez has needed physical 
therapy and braces for a year. 
But the hospital hasn’t found 
money even to buy him a urine 
bag that doesn’t leak. 
Another paraplegic, Leroy 
Toombs, 21, wheeled up and 
pleaded: “I could walk if I had 
some braces.” The once husky 
Negro, now down to 95 pounds, 
lifted his pajama pants to show a 
pair of pipestem legs. 
Still another fragile man, 
William Morgan, 51, bedridden 
for 11 years, exposed an ab­ 
domen which was a mass of 
surgical scars. He is literally- 
held together by a ramshackle 
brace which has broken down 15 
times and should have been 
replaced long ago. It is also 
wearing a bole in his back. 
Ricardo had to fend off 
prisoners trying to tell my 
associate their stories, but one 
with compelling eyes hissed: 
“Go in there.” They entered a 
crowded ward just as the 
hospital’s medical director, Dr. 
D. G Limcangco, bustled out 
In a bed, his knee swollen 
with blood like an enormous 
beet, was David Rich, 24, a 
hemophiliac or “bleeder.” For 
the past four days, he had lain in 
the hospital lobby suffering the 
hideous agony of the bleeder and 
calling for some doctor to ease 
his anguish. His medical record 
shows he threatened to stab 
himself in the knee to relieve the 
pressure from the internal 
bleeding. 


BELATED RELIEF 
Dr. Limcangco, learning that 
Whitten was heading in Rich’s 
direction, had rushed up and 
ordered Demerol at last to kill 


his pain and to quiet his cries. 
The suffering Rich, an air- 
conditioning 
expert 
on 
the outside, was jailed for 
selling Demerol, the same 
addictive drug which alone 
gives him relief. Yet neither 
addiction nor hemophilia can be 
properly treated in this Dante’s 
hell of a 
hospital, as its 
superintendent, Don Hassfur- 
der, admitted. 
In contrast with the hospital, 
the administration building is 
paneled, air-conditioned and 
richly furnished. The warden’s 
suite rivals President Nixon’s 
office. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, intended to improve the 
prison, have been spent upon the 
comforts of prison officials. 
In 
fairness, 
these 
ex­ 
penditures were made before 
Governor Claude Kirk came to 
power and began preaching 
prison reform. But there are still 
more mail censors, working in 
air-conditioned splendor, than 
there are psychologists at 
Raiford. 
There is a shortage, too, of 
guards. At peak dining hours 
Hassfurder has to juggle guard 
details like a general who has 
run out of divisions. 
Correctional officers make 
about $417 a month, tower 
guards only $385. Zoo keepers in 
Florida make $465. The need for 
guards is so critical that 
Hassfurder can’t afford to give 
them psychiatric tests nor to 
worry whether they attended 
high school. 
Who is to blame for conditions 
at Raiford? Hassfurder seems to 
be doing his best. Dr. James 
Bax, in Tallahassee, has fought 
for improvements. It’s the 
taxpayers who are responsible. 


College With No Cost To The Taxpayer 


A student at San Jose State 
College, Christopher Green, has 
come up with a plan for 
operating colleges in California 
without cost to the taxpayers. 
He said he arrived at the plan 
independently, though a similar 
plan was later advanced in a 
Readers Digest article. Green 
wrote: 
“It is not fair that the general 
population of California, which 
is already burdened with the 
tremendous costs of primary 
and secondary education, should 
also bear the entire cost of 
higher education. 
“ Most Californians have 
never gone to college 
Why, 
then, should they be required to 
pay for it? And why should the 
parent of a student enrolled in a 
private college or university 
have to pay not only for his own 
child, but also for someone 
else’s? It’s not fair! 
“At the same time the benefits 
of 
higher 
education 
are 
manifest. 
The high living 
standard of California’s citizens 
can be shown to be the direct 
result of our state’s traditional 
policy of tuition-free higher 
education. 
Education does 
benefit us all. In fact, it has 
been said, that revenues for 
education are the only ones that 
eventually bring significant 
returns. 
“Therefore, I think that our 
state policies ought to be 
directed towards two goals: 
first, towards eliminating the 
burden of higher education from 
the general taxes; and second, 
towards encouraging the growth 
of our educational institutions. 
“Are these opposing goals? 
No! 


“I propose the following new 
plan to achieve both of these 
ends— the greatest social 
equity, and educational growth: 
“The first part of my plan 
would require the student to pay 
the full cost of his education. 
“Full tuition for a student at 
the University of California, 
based upon the state’s cost per 
student last year, would be 
$2.453; plus an additional $300 in 
fees (which are actually just 
another form of tuition). For the 
State Colleges, the cost would be 
a more moderate $1,594 plus $106 
in fees per student each year. 
“Thus, tuition for a U.C. 
student would be about $2,750 
per year, and for a State College 
student would be about $1,700 
per year. 
“This policy would eliminate 
the entire cost of higher 
education from the tax payer. 
However, by itself, it would also 
eliminate most of our students, 
making our public colleges and 
universities 
the 
exclusive 
domain of the wealthy and 
gifted. 
“A second part of this plan, 
then, is required to prevent our 
college-university system from 
crumbling into ruin; a part 
which would provide a form of 
assistance to those who could 
not afford to pay these high costs 
of education. 
The student, of 
course, would be given the 
option of paying his tuition if he 
wished, or applying for a 
“ P r o f e s s i o n a l Stude nt 
Program.” 
“ Under this program, a 
student would not only receive 
tuition-free education, but would 
also be paid a salary of $2,000 
per year to attend school. 


“This would create the era of 
the true “professional student”. 
“ The elimination of the 
necessity for a student to Find 
outside part-time or full-time 
employment, as well as the 
establishment of reasonable 
standards 
of 
academic 
achievement and grade level 
requirements, would greatly 
increase the efficiency of the 
student to learn. 
“Being a good student is hard 
work. To be a truly good one. 
and work up to potential, one 
should spend ten hours per day, 
six days per week at study. 
The institution of the $2,000 
living-expenses salary would 
free the students, most of whom 
are now engaged in outside 
work, 
to 
concentrate 
on 
academic pursuits, and would 
raise educational standards, as 
well as the future productivity of 
students, as employees, to 
unprecedented levels. 
“The question now is — Who 
pays for all of this? 
“Entering this program would 
require a student to make a 
contract with the state that for 
every year he attended college 
he would pay 1 per cent of his 
annual income back to the state 
every year after graduation (or 
upon dropping out of school) 
until age 65. Thus, if he went to 
school for two years, he would 
pay 2 per cent of his annual 
income, and if he attended for 
four years, he would pay 4 per 
cent. This amount would be paid 
each year by an alumnus, much 
the same as one pays social 
security tax, and would stop at 
age 65. This way, the state is 
reimbursed by the alumni for 
the costs they incurred as 


students, and this money can, in 
turn, be used to pay the ex­ 
penses of educating the next 
generation of students. 
“I will now show that the 
establishment of a 1 per cent tax 
per year of college attendance is 
very close to the rate necessary 
to pay the cost of a student's 
education in full. 
“The costs of educat* \ a 
student under a “Profes. 
'»1 
Student Program” would be the 
sum of the costs of 1)( paying his 
instructors and the school ad­ 
ministration, as well as main­ 
taining the school plant; 2) 
paying the student fees, which 
are now paid by the student; and 
3) paying the student salary of 
$2,000 per year. These are costs 
which would be paid by the 
state. 


Taking the combined U.C. and 
State College budgets (state 
costs 1968-69), plus the combined 
student fees for U.C. and the 
State Colleges, plus $2,000 
yearly salary per student, and 
dividing it by the number of 
students, we obtain a per capita 
cost of operating the program. 
Green submitted 
figures 
which he said were taken from 
the University of California and 
State Colleges budgets to back 
up his projected costs. 
He declared: 
“I think that this plan could 
vastly improve the quality of 
higher education in California, 
as well as reduce unem­ 
ployment, 
make 
higher 
education available to all, and 
eliminate from the general 
California tax payer, the entire 
cost 
burden 
of 
higher 
education.” 


Japanese Taking Electric Cars Seriously

Perhaps it is their nature or 
the flexibility of their businesses 
or simply the desire for profit, 
but the Japanese, it appears, are 
taking the electric car a bit 


more seriously than American 
manufacturers. 
True, electric cars are being 
manufactured in small quan­ 
tities in the United States, and 
many big name corporations 
have 
prototypes 
of 
these 
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vehicles of the future. But tne 
market, it appears, exists now 
rather than tomorrow. 
A survey by Opinion Research 
Corp. indicates that 50 million 
Americans would consider 
buying a short-range, limited- 
speed electric car if one were on 
the market at less than $2,000. 
This 
vehicle 
would 
be 


designed to go 40 miles an houi; 
The incentive to Japanese 
manufacturers is a decision by 
the government to replace many 
delivery cars, public service 
vehicles and midget vans and 
other short distance vehicles 
now operating in major cities 
within the next three to five 
years.

Fire-Proof Bushes? 


RIVERSIDE, Calif. <AP> — 
Scientists are seeking ways to 
check brush fires of the type that 
have 
ravaged 
California 
recently with a new weapon— 
hard-to-burn bushes. 
Their idea is to make wide 
botanical 
fire 
breaks 
in 
hazardous areas, using shrubs 
with a high moisture or mineral 
content that makes them hard to 
ignite, or others that grow close 
to the ground. 
“Notice how hard it is to set 
fire to a piece of paper lying flat 
on the ground,” says Eamor 
Nord, range scientists and plant 
ecologist at the U. S. Forest 
Service’s 
Riverside 
fire 
laboratory. 
“But when you crumple that 
paper, see how easily it ignites.” 
Nord and his colleagues have 
experimented with some 50 
plants in recent years. 
“No plant is actually fire 
resistant,” he says, “but some 
are much less flammable than 
others.” 
The most promising types so 
far, he says, are a low-growing 
brush called creeping sage and 
several types of salt bush. The 
latter has high moisture content. 
These 
plants 
will 
grow 
anywhere in Southern California 
where annual rainfall is at least 


10 inches and elevations less 
than 5,000 feet, which Nord says 
takes in most fire areas. 
The plants, however, have 
shortcomings. Creeping sage 
seeds tend to stay dormant, and 
the bushes have to be grown by 
transplant. Nord says “we 
think, 
however, 
we’ve 
discovered a way to break the 
dormancy and have rapid 
germination.” 
Salt bushes germinate just 
fine, but are beloved by rabbits, 
which can destroy a whole 
young crop. 
Tests already have been made 
in sections of forest in this area. 
Experience shows it takes three 
to five years to get a stand of 
bushes sufficient to act as a fire 
break. 
| 
The tests take time because 
experts want to be sure the 
plants won’t require constant 
maintenance, 
or 
perhaps 
become serious pest weeds. 
While Nord is growing bushes, 
others are burning them. The 
laboratory has combustion 
chambers with fans that create 
miniature whirlwinds. Brush of 
various types is burned — and 
analyzed with a laser beam — to 
determine 
flame 
velocity, 
temperature and smoke density.

FISH 


TALES 


It is now October. That time of year. Steelhead and salmon 


moving up the river now are stirring the blood of many an angler 
including myself. Already many good catches have been reported. 


I saw a 12-pound buck steelhead caught about a week ago. 


Several seven-and-eight -pound steelhead have been taken. Most of 
the fish are running about four to six pounds. 


Yes, it's that time of year again. As you can see in the photos 


below, fishermen are heading for the riffles all up and down the 
Sacramento from Hamilton City to Balls Ferry, Below we see that 
Marvin Kennedy is very happy with his recently caught seven- 
pound male steelhead. The fish was taken on red and yellow 
variegated Duffy drifting the lower Lourance riffle. 


The steelhead run is expected to perk up more each day. Lots of 


salmon are holding in the deeper waters awaiting for the time to 
spawn. Battle Creek is closed as of today so don't get caught up 
there during the month of October. 


Before I continue further, may I apologize to all my faithful 


readers and those also who despise my lines, for not being more 
regular in recent months on these smelly lines. Seems that lack of 
thought, and fear of becoming repetitious tempted me to withhold 
pushing out a lot of hot air that is so frequent in many publications 
dealing with fishing. Back to fishing. 


If any of you steelhead fishermen are taking fish above the Red 


Bluff diversion dam, keep count of the fish marked with a clipped 
tail fin. This is being done at the diversion dam. Report these to the 
Department of Fish & Game. 


We have received reports from various sources that numerous 


gravel bars on the lower and upper river are covered with masses 
of mucky mossy or solid substances. We noticed this both below and 
above the dam while out fishing. 


We have been advised by Department of Fish & Game biologist 


Dick Hansen that these substances on the gravel bars are being 
investigated. If you should find something similar take samples 
and report them to the Department of Fish and Game. 


If the past week of deer hunting spooked you, why not go out 


fishing and forget deer hunting until the next storm hits. And 
speaking of storms, we could use a good rain to perk up the fishing a 
bit. We have another month for the general trout season so you can 
still hit that favorite mountain spot.

FISH 
TALES 


It is now October. That time of year. Steelhead and salmon 
moving up the river now are stirring the blood of many an angler 
including myself. Already many good catches have been reported. 
I saw a 12-pound buck steelhead caught about a week ago. 
Several seven-and-eight -pound steelhead have been taken. Most of 
the fish are running about four to six pounds. 
Yes, it’s that time of year again. As you can see in the photos 
below, fishermen are heading for the riffles all up and down the 
Sacramento from Hamilton City to Balls Ferry. Below we see that 
Marvin Kennedy is very happy with his recently caught seven- 
pound male steelhead. The fish was taken on red and yellow 
variegated Duffy drifting the lower Lourance riffle. 


The steelhead run is expected to perk up more each day. Lots of 
salmon are holding in the deeper waters awaiting for the time to 
spawn. Battle Creek is closed as of today so don’t get caught up 
there during the month of October. 
Before I continue further, may I apologize to all my faithful 
readers and those also who despise my lines, for not being more 
regular in recent months on these smelly lines. Seems that lack of 
thought, and fear of becoming repetitious tempted me to withhold 
pushing out a lot of hot air that is so frequent in many publications 
dealing with fishing. Back to fishing. 
If any of you steelhead fishermen are taking fish above the Red 
Bluff diversion dam, keep count of the fish marked with a clipped 
tail fin. This is being done at the diversion dam. Report these to the 
Department of Fish & Game. 
We have received reports from various sources that numerous 
gravel bars on the lower and upper river are covered with masses 
of mucky mossy or solid substances. We noticed this both below and 
above the dam while out fishing. 
We have been advised by Department of Fish & Game biologist 
Dick Hansen that these substances on the gravel bars are being 
investigated. If you should find something similar take samples 
and report them to the Department of Fish and Game. 


If the past week of deer hunting spooked you, why not go out 
fishing and forget deer hunting until the next storm hits. And 
speaking of storms, we could use a good rain to perk up the fishing a 
bit. We have another month for the general trout season so you can 
still hit that favorite mountain spot.

The substitution of laminated 


glass, heat-temperated glass or 
plastic for ordinary glass should 
reduce the estimated 120,000 
injuries a year from broken 
eyeglass lenses, the FDA said. 


"The danger from 
broken 


eyeglasses will be greatly 
lessened un-ier these new safety 


requirements," 
said FDA 


Commissioner Charles C. Ed- 
wards. 


"The fact that most industrial 


plants require safety glasses is 
an excellent example of why this 
regulation is needed." 


The regulation — effective 


after comment from industry 
and the public is ac ted on — will 
cover all prescription glasses 
and all types of ,sun glasses. 
Contact lenses are exempted.

The kids w ere sullen, as you’d 
expect with the boy robbers, 
muggers and gun-toters held at 
Juvenile Hall. 
Then the old convicts, their 
years in prison lining their 
faces, started telling what the 
kids face if they keep on their 
present paths. 
W ilbert “ P o p ey e” Jack so n 
said he is 40 now and has spent 
nearly 25 y e a rs in prison, 
beginning with a stabbing and 
continuing 
through 
arm ed 
robbery. 
Jackson told how the city 
lights look at night across the 
bay from a fourth floor San 
Quentin cell — and how it feels 
to be a num ber, no longer a man. 
They 
d escribed 
the 
desperation that drives some 
cons to suicide. 
Jack so n 
told 
about 
hom osexuality: “ O lder cons 
single out a likely new kid, pass 
him cigarettes and candy in a 
move to get to be their ‘friend.’ ” 
And life is cheap: “ I’ve seen a 
guy killed 
over a 
pack 
of 
cig a re tte s. 
A nother 
guy, 
stabbed to death over a $30 debt 
when the lights went out at a 
prison movie. 
“You don’t get along with a 
dude, that m eans you live in fear

of what he’ll do to you. 
“ Change yourselves, before 
it’s too late,” he warned the 
kids. 
“You guys want money? The 
way to get it is not with a gun, 
but with an education.” 
It was a weekly group therapy

Joseph T. Botka. The old cons 
are supplied by a rehabilitation 
organization called the Seventh 
Step. 
A dozen of the kids, dressed in 
Juvenile Hall white T-shirts and 
pants, eyed Jackson as the 
recent session opened.

Shatterproof Eyeglass Lenses 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
Food and Drug Administration 
announced Wednesday it intends 
to require the use of shat­ 
terproof lenses in all eyeglasses. 


The substitution of laminated 
glass, heat-tem perated glass or 
plastic for ordinary glass should 
reduce the estim ated 120,000 
injuries a year from broken 
eyeglass lenses, the FDA said. 


“The danger 
from 
broken 
eyeglasses will 
be 
g reatly 
lessened under these new safety 


req u irem en ts,” 
said 
FDA 
Commissioner C harles C. Ed­ 
wards, 


“The fact that m ost industrial 
plants require safety glasses is 
an excellent exam ple of why this 
regulation is needed.” 


The regulation — effective 
after comment from industry 
and the public is acted on — will 
cover all prescription glasses 
and all types of ¡sun glasses. 
Contact lenses art» exempted. 
The FDA offered one apparent 


loophole, saying regular lenses 
could be used in the future 
“ where the physician feels that 
im pact-resistant lenses would 
not 
m eet 
the 
visual 
requirem ents of a particular 
patient.” 


Edwards estim ated that the 
safety lenses would raise the 
cost of a pair of glasses — worn 
by an estim ated 100 million 
Americans by between $l and 
$6, 
depending 
on 
local 
cir­ 
cumstances.
